WASHINGTON, June 27~0B -In 
the sum m er of 1950, just after the 
battle for Korea started, B ernard 
B aruch cam e to W ashington and 
warned Congress there’d 
be

taxation unless it slapped on price 
and wage controls. 
President Trum an w asn’t im ­ 
pressed. But Congress was end 
voted Trum an price wage control 
power before the sum m er was 
over. The 1950 elections 
were 
coming up in Novem ber. Trum an 
didn’t set up the price m achinery 
until after the elections. 
But it takes tim e to get m achin­ 
ery like that in motion. It was ear­ 
ly in 1951 before the governm ent 
was able to put a lid on prices and 
wages. And by 
that tim e 
living 
costs had begun to climb. 
In the 18 months since controls 
went on, living costs have risen 4 1 
per tent. They reached a peak last 
January, dipped a bit, and in May 
surged up again, alm ost equal to 
the January m ark. 


f -"HE REPUBLICANS have dump- 
sd the blame at T rum an’s door for 
hi- tardiness in starting controls in 
1950. 
But those controls will end Mon­ 
day, June cfi. unless Congress vo*»s 
to continue them. No t the Trum an 
adm inistration, a few months be­ 
fore the 1952 elections, v ants them 
continued.
